But He was not satisfied with man- 
ifesting Himself so that we could imitate Him, He wanted to 
give.us His own Body and Soul in Holy Communion in order 
to impart to us His own spirit, His own life and His own es- 
sence, because in this consists the height of perfection, true 
sanctity, the surest pledge of the glory of heaven. 

In Holy Communion our Lord nourishes those who receive 
Him by giving His own life, His own spirit, His own strength 
His own virtues. He, so to say, instills His heavenly and Divine 
life into our hearts. Holy Communion is a participation of 
the life of Jesus, a new life from His life. St. Leo the Great 
assures us; “Those who receive this most heavenly Food are 
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transformed into the Flesh of Him who has become our flesh.” 

Therefore our Lord in the Blessed Sacrament nourishes 
our soul through His spirit, strengthens us through His strength 
and gives new life through His Divine life that we may henceforth 
live in Him and through Him. In the truest sense of the word, 
the Body of Christ preserves our soul to life eternal as the 
priest says when he distributes Holy Communion: “May the 
Body of our Lord Jesus Christ preserve thy soul to life ever- 
lasting.” By this we can explain that refreshment and sweet- 
ness which devout souls often experience when they receive 
Holy Communion. “Taste and see that the Lord is sweet!” 

Holy Communion is the true bread of our soul. It is the 
bread which satiates perfectly; it is the most noble, most power- 
ful and most delicious bread of the soul. Our Lord brought this 
bread from heaven, as He says of Himself: “I am the living 
Bread which came down from heaven... My Flesh is meat 
indeed, and My Blood is drink indeed.” (John vi. 51 & 56). 

This Bread nourishes, strengthens and refreshes. Mysteri- 
ous operations take place in the soul by Holy Communion. 
The end and aim of these marvelous operations is the intimate 
union of the communicant with our Lord hidden in the Most 
Blessed Sacrament. This union is so intimate and complete 
that we can never form an adequate idea of it. In Holy Com- 
munion we become melted entirely into our Lord; we become 
one with Him, much more intimately than corporal nourish- 
ment is assimilated with the body, because the spiritual beings, 
God and the soul, can be united far more intimately than is 
the case with corporal things. The very name Communion in- 
dicates the most intimate and mutual surrendering to one 
another. 

The saints and the holy fathers use words that astound ts; 
for instance, St. Irenaeus: “The Blood of Christ is mingled with 
our blood in Holy Communion, and the substance of our flesh is 
nourished through the Body of Christ.” St. Cyril of Jerusalem 
assures us: “Through Holy Communion we become one body 
and one blood with Christ, and therefore ‘Christ-bearers’, as His 
Body and Blood is diffused throughout our members.” St. 
Chrysostom and other holy fathers speak in similar terms. 
This does not imply that the Body and Blood of our Lord 
would be a corporal nourishment for our body, but they used 
such expressions because they could find no other words to 
express the most intimate union which Holy Communion effects 
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between Jesus and us. Our Lord Himself has said: “He that 
eateth My Flesh and drinketh My Blood abideth in Me and 
I in him” (John vi. 57). 

Holy Communion changes us into Jesus Christ. — Jesus 
is truly and essentially within our heart in Holy Communion 
and unites Himself most intimately with us, communicates to 
us His life and changes us into His essence. It is true, when 
the Sacred Species are dissolved He is no longer corporally 
present with us, but He leaves His image on our soul and the 
soul continues to live in the Lotd in faith, charity, and imita- 
tion of His virtues. Evenafter the Sacred Species are no longer 
present our Lord is present after Holy Communion with His 
Divine grace in a very special manner, and makes the soul 
happy through His constant influx of Divine grace. May the 
good Lord give us all a great and holy desire to receive Him 
frequently with loving, ardent devotion.

Reflections for the Feast of Pentecost 
May 3ist. 





7) N modern times, even more than in past ages, the 
Church at large seems to be realizing the office 
of the Third Person of the Most Blessed Trinity 
and His Divine mission to the Bride of Christ 
and the individual soul. The devotion to the 
Holy Ghost, if spread and fostered, will spiritualize 
the faithful, and make them walk in the presence of God. 

St. Gregory the Great writes: “As God has given to the 
body of man two important parts, the head and the heart, that 
they may be the organs of the principal faculties, the under- 
standing and the will, so the same God has given to the 
mystical body which is the Catholic Church, Christ as its Head, 
and the Holy Ghost as its Heart. Through the one we learn 
the eternal truth, through the other we learn to love and to 
practice it.” 

The Holy Ghost descended from the heights of heaven to 
distribute the immense treasures which our Savior merited 
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through His bitter Passion and death. He crowns the work 
of Redemption, and illuminates the world by the beams of 
truth and love. The Holy Ghost came down in the form of a 
dove, of flames, and of fiery tongues; in the form of a dove, 
because by His gentleness and mildness He desires to give us 
tranquillity of heart. He came as flames, to symbolize the zeal 
for justice which He imparts; and as fiery tongues to enkindle 
men that they may speak words of burning love. 

On the Feast of Pentecost, the Holy Ghost came and 
consecrated the apostles as spiritual temples, and sanctified 
them so that everything displeasing to God was consumed. 
We, too, have been consecrated by the Holy Ghost as temples 
of the Most High in the laver of spiritual regeneration. In 
holy baptism we have been purified from original sin, and by 
receiving sanctifying grace we have been adorned with the 
robe of honor and justification. From sinners we became 
just, from enemies of God, His friends, His children and heirs 
of heavenly glory. 


Happiness of the Triune God 


The Holy Ghost is the Third Person of the Blessed Trinity, 
the Person of Divine Love. The Father and the Son love one 
another and this love is a Person, the Person of the Holy Ghost 
who is the bond of union, the source of happiness of the Father 
and the Son. From eternity to eternity, the Father loves the 
Son, and the Son loves the Father. They rejoice in this Divine 
Love, in the Person of the Holy Spirit. 

When the Second Person of the Blessed Trinity descended 
to earth, this wondrous miracle was accomplished by the Holy 
Spirit. Jesus Christ is the gift of the Father and the Holy 
Ghost to the world. The Mother of our Redeemer was pre- 
pared by the Holy Spirit to be the worthy Mother of God. 
The immensity of His power overshadowed her, and the 
vehemence of His love wrought in her the Mystery of the 
Incarnation. In this same love of the Holy Spirit, Jesus loves 
His Mother and Mary loves her Son. The Sacred Humanity 
of our Savior was endowed with all the gifts of the Holy 
Spirit. It is the love of the Holy Spirit that is the essential 
happiness of the Father and the Son. In heaven, Mary rejoices 
in the love of her Spouse, the Holy Spirit. The angels and 
saints, in the joy of the Holy Spirit, sing with enraptured 
voices the unceasing, sanctus, sanctus, sanctus. 
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Happiness of the Human Heart 


Man on earth is happy only in so far as he is united with 
the Holy Spirit. By the division of the ecclesiastical year our 
Mother the Church wishes to impress upon us the necessity 
of the Holy Ghost’s abiding with us. There are three great 
festal cycles around which the ecclesiastical seasons revolve, 
Christmas, Easter and Pentecost. Christmas, or the Mystery 
of the Incarnation and Nativity, manifests the infinite love of 
the Father in giving us His Divine Son in the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Easter, or the resurrection of our Savior crowns 
with triumph the bitter Passion of Jesus Christ by which He 
redeemed the world. Then comes the Feast of Pentecost, the 
descent of the Holy Ghost, promised by our Lord to His apostles. 
From this feast until Advent may be called the time of the 
reign of the Holy Spirit. 

In the power of the Holy Spirit man can love the Father 
and the Son. Through the Holy Ghost man can love the 
Triune God and participate in the same love with which the 
Divine Persons love Themselves. All his actions, man can 
make acceptable to God by offering them to the Father in 
union with the merits of Jesus Christ, through the love and 
power of the Holy Spirit. What a glorious, what a privileged 

_life! Here on earth we can enjoy a foretaste of heaven. 
Therefore, it is most important that during our mortal life, we 
do our utmost to be guided by the Holy Ghost at all times. 
Then we, too, can hope one day to sing, in the love and joy 
of the Holy Ghost, the eternal sanctus, sanctus, sanctus to the 
honor of the Triune God. 

He who possesses the Holy Spirit has the Highest Good; 
he has Divine Grace Itself. He has God and the angels for 
his friends; he has the pledge of eternal salvation. He has 
the forgiveness of all his sins and all the good he can desire. 
The Holy Ghost instructs him in holiness; enkindles his heart 
with Divine love; adorns him with virtues, purifies him from 
the stains of sin, cares for him like a devoted father; loves 
him like a tender mother. The Holy Ghost is his truest friend 
who heals his wounds; He is the unerring sath who leads 
him on the way to salvation. 


He who possesses the Holy Ghost is sation than all the 
monarchs of earth, more powerful than all the great of this 
world; happier than all lords: more cheerful than those steeped 
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in the pleasures of the flesh. He is blessed in body and in 
soul; blessed in his words and in his deeds. The angels serve 
him with delight; the saints gaze upon him with joy, and God 
dwells with complacency in his heart. The sweetness such 
a man experiences in his heart cannot be expressed in words. 
Those who have tasted this interior joy say that no pleasure 
of the world can be compared with it, and that in a quarter 
of an hour, the soul is filled with more heavenly bliss than 
worldlings experience their lifelong from earthly pleasures of 
body and from the satisfactions of pride. 

Oh, how sincerely grateful we should feel ‘to our Sancti- 
fier, the Giver of sanctifying grace, the Holy Spirit! How 
thankfully we should recall the day of our baptism! 

St. John Chrysostom overcame all the assaults of the evil 
spirit by renewing his baptismal vows in these words: “I 
renounce thee, Satan. I despise thee and all thy works! I 
will have no share with thee and in thy pride. Thou, O 
Jesus, art my Lord and Master, Thou art my Savior! To Thee 
I cling; I surrender myself entirely to Thee.” ‘The saint 
frequently recommended this exercise in his sermons as a 
powerful weapon against Satan.

Jesus Christ, Universal King of Society 








Ti ag] OPE Leo XIII consecrated the human race to the 
PAY Da a Sacred Heart of Jesus and requested the faithful, 

e724) families and nations, to renew this consecration 
and their perfect devotedness to the royal, Ador- 
able Heart of Christ. The solemn consecration 
of the whole human race to the Sacred Heart, 


Pope Leo XIII called the greatest act of his Pontificate. This 
consecration on June 11, 1899 was brought about in no small 
measure by the saintly Mother Mary of the Divine Heart 
(Countess Droste zu Vischering). Pius X of saintly memory, 
proclaimed the motto: To restore all things in Christ. Pope 
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Benedict XV repeatedly requested Catholic nations to seek 
peace and reconciliation with the King of Peace, in the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. 

Eucharistic Congresses held in recent years have endeavored 
to promote the idea of a world-wide feast which would honor 
the beneficent reign of Christ amongst us. The Congress of 
Lourdes in 1914 was carried on under the patronage of the 
Social Kingship of Jesus Christ. 

Finally, Pope Pius XI, recognizes this Divine royalty of the 
Sacred Heart and voices it in his official proclamation for the 
Holy Year in those meaningful words: The Peace of Christ 
in the kingdom of Christ! 

There is one whose influence more than anyone else has 
turned the minds of the nations to honor Christ as King. 
It is the Rev.. Matheo Crawley, SS.CC. who first amidst 
many trials and difficulties, now with marvelous fruit, has 
been preaching the reign of the Sacred Heart in Italy, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Spain since 1914. 

Father Matheo was born in Peru, South America, and for 
some years carried on the work of a missionary in his native 
land. In 1908, afflicted by an incurable disease, he journeyed 
to Paray-le-Monial, France, and on entering the church where 
our Savior had so often appeared to St. Margaret Mary 
Alacoque, Father Matheo was instantaneously cured. Light 
poured into his soul during the Holy Hour that same night, 
and he resolved to conquer the world for the reign of the 
Sacred Heart. His plan was to consecrate individual families 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus by having our Savior Enthroned 
in their midst; through the families he would reach society. 
He has caused the King of Love to be Enthroned in countless 
families during the past years. 

“Let us take more and more possession of the family 
sanctuary,” he says. “Let us turn every home into so many 
living altars of the living God. Let us educate the homes by 
penetrating them, not with a vague Christianity, but with a 
soul, with a love, strong as death; let us Enthrone therein 
the Divine Law-ziver Himself. By the all-powerful mercy of 
His Heart, we will sow peace.” 


- Jesus is King and Desires to be Honored as King 


The word Enthronement of the Sacred Heart in families 
and in our own souls has a special signification. It implies 
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that Christian society should again acknowledge Jesus Christ, 
and in every circumstance honor Him again upon His throne 
of love. Again He should command anid rule in the family, in 
the school, in the parish, in society. The social kingdom of 
Jesus Christ should once more be restored, as expressed so 
clearly by Leo XIII in his heavenly message on the consecration 
of mankind to the Sacred Heart of Jesus: — 

“Be Thou King!” he repeats, “be Thou King of the 
Catholics, be Thou King again of those who are separated 
from the Church, be Thou King of the unbaptized, be King 
also of the nations and restore to them once more order and 
peace. From pole to pole, may Christ be invoked as King, 
as the Savior of society, the Prince of peace.” 

“Yes, peace will come,” says Father Matheo, “accordingly 
as Christ will be recognized as King of hearts, of families,” of 
society and of nations. It is this idea which prompted the 
Sovereign Pontiff in the choice of the commemorative medal 
of this Holy Year 1925, one side of which represents the small 
and great societies of the earth, all turning towards the Heart 
of Jesus.” 

“Adveniat Regnum tuum! — Thy Kingdom Come!” has 
been Father Matheo’s motto during the years of his laborious 
apostolate. He rejoices now to see the nations turning toward 
our Savior, their true King. This movement is a fruit of his 
years of preaching, sacrifice and prayer. He has sought to 
enkindle in every family a love for the Divine King, and 
behold now the happy and marvelous consequences which 
are coming to pass: Soon, we trust, we shall have a new 
feast to honor the Social Reign of Jesus Christ. 

We have reasons to hope that this special feast will have 
a great influence among Christians. During the last century 
there has been a slow but sure departure from Christian 
ideals. Shaken to its very foundations by the late war, our 
present social order is in imminent danger of destruction. As 
in every past century, when some great evil menaced civil- 
ization, the Church has found an effective means to avert the 
impending disaster, so today she is prepared to offer to 
mankind, if we desire it ardently enough, a refuge from 
disorder, injustice, greed and war in the feast of Jesus Christ, 
the Universal King of Society. Men must be called back to

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their allegiance to Christ, and to an active membership in 
His Kingdom. To do this, a universal, striking manifestation 
of our belief in His Kingship must be made. A feast cele- 
brated all over the world would undoubtedly do more than 
anything else to fix our minds on the essential social duty of 
giving practical expression in our daily lives of belief in the 
Kingdom of Christ and in the sovereign rights of the Son 
of God. 

“Art Thou a King?” Pilate asked of our Savior. 

Jesus answered: “Thou sayest that I am a King.” 

Our Savior is King and desires to be honored as a king. 
True, as our God and Redeemer, He is already the King of 
all mankind; yet man should co-operate and of his own free 
will acknowledge and ratify His dominion. “I will reign 
despite My enemies,” our Savior declared to St. Margaret 
Mary. And again His words: “I desire to reign by My 
Heart,” show that He requests a substantial, effective royalty 
the basis of which is, of course, the intimate conquest of 
hearts; but whose logical development must be His social 
Kingdom. 

To every soul, to every Christian family, to every nation, 
goes forth the pleading cry of the Divine Heart of Jesus: 
“Flock about My standard, Enthrone Me in your hearts, in 
your homes, and gradually also in society, that everywhere 
peace may be established.” St. Gertrude and St. Margaret 
Mary Alacoque frequently beheld the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
surrounded by angels and saints who joyously sang: “Triumph, 
triumph, O Heart of Jesus!” 

A new feast in honor of the Kingship of Jesus Christ 
will advance Christ’s honor. Let us hasten the advent of the 
social reign of our Savior by our perfect devotedness to His 
Adorable Heart. Let us Enthrone the King of Love in our 
homes, and His benign influence will gradually effect society 
and nations. The heart of the apostolic missionary, Father 
Matheo, whose crusade of love has been visibly approved by 
heaven, rejoices indeed that the day of triumph for the Divine 
Heart of Jesus is approaching. His efforts to lead men and 
nations to the King of Love are now bearing abundant fruit. 
God bless good Father Matheo!

WO hundred and fifty years have passed since 
# the appeal of our Savior at Paray-le-Monial to St. 
Margaret Mary for a feast in honor of His Sacred 
Heart. Msgr. Bougaud, one of the most reliable 





this was the last of the great revelations con- 
cerning the Sacred Heart; the one that was to conclude the 
previous solemn communications of Jesus and His humble 
spouse. Up to that time St. Margaret Mary had received but 
secret favors from our Lord similar to those conferred before 
on holy souls. He had requested from her only practices of 
individual worship. Behold the hour in which He destined to 
invest her with His great public mission! 

“One day within the Octave of Corpus Christi, Sunday, 
June 16, 1675, St. Margaret Mary was kneeling before the 
grating of the choir with her eyes fixed on the Tabernacle. 
She had just received some of the unmeasured graces of His 
love. Suddenly our Lord appeared to her, and disclosing to 
her His Divine Heart, said: ‘Behold this Heart which has loved 
men so much that it spared no sacrifice, not even death and 
annihilation, in order to testify to them Its love. And in 
return I receive from the greater part of mankind only in- 
gratitude, by reason of the contempt, irreverence, sacrilege, 
and coldness which they show Me in this Sacrament of Love. 
But what I feel still more painfully is that souls consecrated 
to Me, treat Me thus.’ Then He asked her to have a special 
feast established in the Church to honor His Divine Heart: ‘It 
is for this reason that I wish the First Friday after the Octave 
of Corpus Christi to be consecrated as a particular feast to 
honor My Heart, by receiving Holy Communion on that day, 
and by making reparation for the indignities It has received. 
And I promise that My Heart will pour out the fulness of 
Its love upon those who will show It this honor and promote 
the love of My Heart.’” 

Behold the last revelation! It has proved to be the most 
famous of all, and with good reason, for it contains everything 
relative to the devotion to the Divine Heart of Jesus. Its 
principle is no other than the overflowing love of God, the love 
attempting a last great effort to destroy evil; its aim, to offer 
to God a worship of reparation, of consolation, of atonement; 
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its character to be of a public worship after having been so long 
a private devotion; and lastly its effects will be a new effusion of 
Divine Love upon the Church and more so upon pious souls who

will devote 
themselves as 
propagators 
and apostles. 
This is the 
origin, all Di- 
vine, of the feast 
of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. 
Like any 
other spiritual 
movement, the 
great revelation 
of the Sacred 
Heart had to be 
in its first phas- 
es, a movement 
more or less of 
intimate and 
private devo- 
tion. Souls had 
to be first initi- 
ated in this love, 
in this confi- 
dence, in this 
spirit of immo- 
lation, in this 
thirst for inti- 
macy with our 
Lord, which 
constitutes the 
spirit of the 
devotion to the 
Sacred Heart. 


Just as Eucharistic love has passed progressively from the soil 
of private piety into public life to end finally in the splendor of the 
International Eucharistic Congresses, thus the devotion to the 
Sacred Heart has gradually gone beyond the frame of private and 
family life to attain its height and the fulness of its signification 
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in the Social Kingdom of the King of Love. The same as the 
hidden Host of the catacombs is today carried triumphantly with 
royal pomp over the boulevards, so the Heart of Jesus, now 
emerging from the more secluded sphere of private devotion, 
advances with giant strides towards the glory of His social 
triumph. — Hail Divine Heart of Jesus, our King!

Father Matheo’s Early Experiences 





™3 HE Enthronement of the Sacred Heart of Jesus is 
m4 truly a Divine work, for its purpose is: to increase 
the knowledge and love of Him who loves us. 
In one of His revelations to St. Margaret Mary, 
our Lord Himself pleaded for this love from man- 
kind, but alas! with what result!... Doubtless there are souls 
who give Him hospitality, who form His Guard of Honor, but 
in general, how little He is known! At times He is feared, but 
seldom sincerely loved. 

By means of the Enthronement of the Sacred Heart, every 
family ought to become another house of Bethania where our 
Lord is welcomed, where the members of the family love to 
see and hear Him, where they make known to Him their joys 
and their sorrows; in short, where they tell Him everything... 
To St. Margaret Mary our Lord revealed a number of petitions 
which He desired to have realized. One of them refers to the 
Enthronement of the Sacred Heart. It is the petition requesting 
the consecration of families. 

I can assure you, heaven has ratified this work. When I 
first began to organize it, I was told: “It seems to be a good 
and beautiful work, but let us not be in a hurry; let us see 
results first.” And they did see results! The most intolerant 
enemy of the Church in Chile was converted... he became 
the resurrected one of the Heart of Jesus. The conversion of 
other distinguished personages followed; crushed by the grace 
of the Divine Heart, they fell on their knees. Miracles increased. 
Then the bishops made a national activity of this work, and 
I began to organize centres through which even the most 
remote countries, such as Japan, could be reached and gained 
for this cause. 

Soon I was called to Europe. I left Chile July 23, 1914. 
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During the voyage, we received by wireless the news that war 
had been declared. It was now impossible for me to go to 
Belgium as I had intended... In Paris I was asked, “What 
can you do in the midst of so much misery?” I took my refuge 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, and determined not to begin 
this crusade until I had spent some time in prayer and solitude 
at Paray-le-Monial ... 


In Spain 


At Paray I preached in various places. Soon afterwards 
I was summoned to Madrid, and accordingly prepared to go 
to Spain. Here a magnificent reception had been prepared for 
the work of the Enthronement. Such enthusiasm! It had 
become a public event. Something mysterious seemed to hover 
over the city. “What is happening?” people asked one another 
in the streets. It was like the breathing of the Holy Spirit on 
Pentecost! 

One day a Catholic gentleman, who but seldom approached 
the sacraments, visited me. “Father,” he said, “I heard you 
speak of the devotion to the Heart of Jesus, but I must confess 
I don’t understand this devotion.” I explained to him the 
depths of our Lord’s love, and called his attention to the 
fact, that frequently the so-called return of love, the royal 
honors we offer our Lord, are entirely insufficient, yea, wholly 
unworthy of the name of love. I reminded him that our Lord 
personally expressed His desire to possess our love; that for 
love of us He is hidden in the Blessed Sacrament, and is yet 
so little known, so frequently abandoned. Is it not just, there- 
fore, to give Him a solemn reception in the family? Ought 
He not find friends in every household, in every home another 
Bethania? 

The gentleman readily understood. “Well, Father,” he 
said, “the best thing to do is for my wife and me to makea 
retreat; this will be the most fitting preparation to receive 
Jesus worthily into our home.” And so they did. 

On the day appointed for the celebration, husband and 
wife, their two sons, one aged twenty, the other twenty-one, 
their grown daughter, and some invited guests, mostly gentle- 
men, were assembled to perform the solemn act of Enthrone- 
ment. This festival was marked by a special grace: by the 
sensible presence of our Lord Jesus Christ. It was perceptible 
to everyone present. The gentlemen fell on their knees and 
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wept, overcome with joy and emotion; Jesus imparted Himself 
most graciously to these souls. Oh, it was a moment never 
to be forgotten! 

“In gratitude for this grace,” the gentleman told me 
afterwards, “we promised never to omit one single Holy 
Communion through our own fault.” 

I remained in Spain three months, then I was recalled to 
France. Before going to Spain I had established a centre of 
propaganda in France with the aid of three pious maidens 
who are devoting their lives solely to the honor of God, humbly 
and joyfully bringing every sacrifice. To be able to defray 
the expenses of this work, they often deprive themselves even 
of necessaries. Frequently they pay fifty francs a day for 
postage, pictures and leaflets; but Divine Providence never 
deserts them. They rely fully on the Sacred Heart. 

When I called to make arrangements about the work, one 
of them remarked, “Today we paid out forty-eight francs, but 
Father, we always receive two or three francs more than we 
give out. You will be convinced of this yourself.” And in- 
deed, before the end of the hour that I remained there, a letter 
arrived containing fifty francs. 

“There you see, Father!” the girl exclaimed. “Oh, we place 
all our trust in the Sacred Heart.” 

Before leaving for Spain, I had told them, “Now I leave 
it in your hands; you must prepare the way for me. Send 
letters in different directions that work will be waiting for me 
on my return.” These zealous children did their task well. 
Meantime, numerous letters of invitation had been received. 
The archbishops of Bordeaux and Lyons, the bishop of Moulins 
and others were expecting me... His Lordship of Moulins 
became interested in the work; you know how much he did in 
this regard. At Lyons and Grenoble the people were exultant 
and jubilant in their demonstrations toward the Sacred Heart. 
One day some one said, “A person might think that you 
brought about the war, the way it is serving your interests!” 
Everywhere the Heart of Jesus was celebrating real triumphs... 


In Rome 


But difficulties were not wanting. Some said: “You have 
the approbation of the Pope, it is true, but at that time it was 
Pius X, and now — you understand — it is Benedict XV.” 

Therefore I decided to go to Rome. It was Tuesday in 
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holy week, 1915, when I arrived at the Holy City. A prelate 
received me, but I was with him only a short time when the 
Father Provincial of the Jesuits called on me. “You are ex- 
pected at the Piolatino,” was his cordial invitation. 

“I am a guest of the prelate,” I replied, “and cannot well 
leave him.” 

“But, I come to offer you the services of our one hundred 
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and fifty scholastics,” urged the provincial. “All admire your 
work, and are ready to act as your secretaries. You will easily 
realize that such an assistance may prove very valuable to you.” 

The friendly provincial explained matters to the prelate, 
then I went with him. This was truly a loving dispensation 
of the Divine Heart. On our way, he inquired what I intended 
to do in Rome. 

“No doubt you desire an audience and a letter of approval 
from the Holy Father, and intend to preach in Rome? How 
long do you expect to remain here in order to accomplish 
all this?” 

“A month, possibly two or three.” 

“Ah, you will need more than six years to achieve this 

in Rome,” said the good Father laughing. 
“That is the Sacred Heart’s concern,” I replied; “you will 
“You must remember,” continued the provincial, “that 
you are in the Eternal City; here a person must learn to wait. 
In regard to the audience with the Holy Father, it will be 
twenty days before you can obtain one of ten minutes; and 
then Benedict XV will tell you that he finds your work beau- 
tiful... but don’t expect anything more. As for a letter of 
approval, resign yourself to wait a long time...!” 

“The letter —” I rejoined, “I shall not ask for the letter 
at all; the Holy Father will give it to me of his own accord, 
I hope...!— Two days later I received word that the Pope 
was expecting me in a private audience; it lasted an hour. 
The prelate who introduced me remarked, “Why, you had an 
audience like a cardinal!” 

His Holiness perfectly approved of my views which I 
explained to him as follows: “Our Lord has sanctioned the 
doctrine of love by miracles. Souls must be encouraged to 
have recourse to Jesus in all simplicity and love, just as did 
little Sister Teresa of the Child Jesus... The family should 
be a sanctuary of the Heart of Jesus and every family ought 
_ to be asked to give the Heart of Jesus, the King of Love, the 

place of honor in the home. The world must be conquered, 
souls must be gained for the crusade of love, that Jesus, the 
King of Love may reign.” 

And now behold the goodness of Jesus! The letter, which 
through a sense of delicacy I had refrained from asking, the 
Holy Father of his own accord promised to give me. “You 


see. 
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labor at the work of the King of Love,” he said in a solemn 
way; “I am this King’s prime minister; I thank you for your 
co-operation in my work.” 


The Autograph Letter of His Holiness 


A few days later, documents for this letter were asked 
of me even a sketch was submitted for my inspection, and 
my opinion questioned as to whether everything was in ac- 
cordance with my wishes. Two weeks after, I was in posses- 
sion of a letter written by the Holy Father’s own hand, who 
imparts his apostolic benediction on this crusade of love. 
Before the end of the month, Marchioness Della Chiesa, the 
sister-in-law of Benedict XV, and Countess Guistiani Brandini 
visited me and offered themselves as co-laborers in the work. 
Even before I left Rome, the devotion had spread rapidly 
there and throughout Italy. All this gives new evidence that 
it is a work desired by God. 

Ah, that it may also become your work! You owe so 
much to Jesus, you have so much to repay Him for! I am 
happy to say that I feel the good spirit, the spirit of Jesus, 
abides with you. The very essence of this spirit is: Divine 
love in simplicity. Endeavor to increase daily in this love; 
love Jesus without measure! Make Him feel at home with 
you. Become saints! There are plenty of ordinary pious 
souls, enough to pave streets with. But saints are needed; 
great saints! Sanctity consists in love, and love is life! It 
is one and the same thing to love and be holy... but to love 
with unbounded confidence! 

Oh, how blissful it is to repose on the Heart of Jesus! 
Some say it is difficult to be saved; I say, it is not easy to be 
lost, for we must tear ourselves away from the arms of Jesus, 
from His Divine Heart. Do not live in fear. Live for love, 
and impart the doctrine of mercy to others. This we need 
so much in our days. 


‘“‘Why Do You Not Preach about That ?’’ 


A priest in Spain who had heard me preach on the mercy 
of the Heart of Jesus, came to me one day and remonstrated: 
“But Father, we must not forget the inexorable justice of God, 
there needs to be the fear of punishment for the great sinners; 
especially nowadays. Why do you not preach about that?” 

I replied: “You are a priest, I likewise. Tell me to whom 
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do we owe this grace if not to the Divine mercy?” “Yes, that 
is true!” he answered. 

“Of what shall you stand most in need at the hour of 
death? Will it not be the mercy of God?” — The priest agreed. 

“And is not God’s mercy precisely for the most wretched, 
for the greatest sinners?... I preach of mercy because I my- 
self need mercy. You must give to souls what you yourself 
need.” 

On the other hand, we must prove faithful. Jesus is ever 
so much more faithful than we. He will renew the spirit of 
those religious communities who consecrate themselves to Him. 
I have seen striking examples in this regard. ... Let us be 
perfectly devoted to our Lord; let us learn to bring sacrifices 
for His sake... Above all, let us love Jesus! True, we live in 
an evil time, nevertheless, in the age of saints. Especially since 
Pius X issued his decree an frequent Holy Communion, a trans- 
formation of souls is taking place. 

For the future, cease to entertain small egotistic desires. 
Let everything give way to the one great intention: “My Jesus, 
Thy kingdom come!” 

And what shall be our reward? None other than Thy 
love, O Lord, Thy love for me and for souls! And in my last 
agony and in the hour of judgment? To love Thee, O Lord, 
and trust in Thy mercy! And in heaven? To love Thee —and 
to behold Thy kingdom. Amen.

He could speak of Mary at any 
ay ] m™ time, in any place, on any occasion, for his heart 
AMAL was so aglow with love for her that he could scarce- 
ly contain himself. At recreation he always knew 

how to direct the conversation to the Blessed Virgin. He ad- 
vised all his listeners, without distinction, even respected per- 
sonages, how to honor the Holy Mother of God. Anyone else 
might have given offense thereby, but Gabriel knew how to 
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present the subject in so natural and self-evident a manner 
that he was listened to with eagerness, even when his discourse 
was prolonged. His enthusiasm when conversing about the 
Heavenly Mother rose to a pitch that would be impossible to 
describe. 

Even during the last days of his earthly life, the only 
means by which to keep him in a cheerful, joyful frame of 
mind, was to give him an opportunity of speaking of our 
Blessed Lady. If only her name was uttered, a stream of 
eloquence poured from his lips, and he had to be checked in 
due time, otherwise his ever-increasing animation would have 
exhausted him too much. It may truly be said that, not until 
a few moments before his death did the praises of Mary and 
the invocation of her sweet name die upon his lips. Gabriel 
was much displeased if others were lukewarm or negligent in 
the praises, the love and veneration of Mary. If he perceived 
that one or the other of his companions did not approve of 
some pious tradition and opinion concerning the Blessed Mother 
of God, he would uphold and defend the same with enthusiastic 
zeal. He would conclude by saying, that such an opinion 
ought to be approved since truth was not violated thereby 
whilst Mary is highly honored. 

Gabriel was accustomed to say, “God hath exalted Mary 
so highly that she might likewise be honored by us. Since 
God has honored her so highly, why should we not do so? 
Thereby we give great honor to God Himself. Let us then be 
generous toward Mary and Mary will be generous toward 
us.” And, oh, how this youth rejoiced when he saw Mary 
honored! One could plainly see that earth could offer him 
nothing more pleasing. For heretics who questioned or denied 
one or the other of Mary’s prerogatives he felt the greatest 
compassion, but he detested their error with supreme horror. 


Unbounded Trust 


Gabriel’s confidence in the Blessed Virgin was unbounded.

Only one thought in- 
spired him now and then with a certain fear — that in his 
unbounded confidence in the Mother of God he might become 
presumptuous. However, he would calm himself again with the 
thought: “Mary has granted me so many signal favors, how 
could I entertain the thought that she did not want me in 
heaven? Under her protection I will serve God with all fidel- 
ity, correspond with His grace and fulfil my duties.

Seg LTHOUGH I remained at Paris for six weeks at 
that time and often came across the Vendome, I 
did not see my little friend again. In the course 
of time I had nearly forgotten all about him, 
when after about twenty years, I came unex- 
pectedly face to face with him again. While at 
Naples, in the fall of 18—, I received orders from the director 
of a Passion Play Company to make photographs of some of 
the groups of his characters. To fit myself for the task I 
decided first to attend an evening performance which I had 
heard was the best of its kind produced. It differed materially 
from the Oberammergau and other Passion Plays in so far as 
it was performed without there being any speaking done by 
the actors. The entire representation took place in panto- 
mimic pictures, while choirs of angels located on side stages, 
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now in lyric, now by recitation, accompanied the course of 
the Passion. 

The Play had already begun when I entered. The Washing 
of the Feet was over and the scene of the Last Supper began, in 
which the leading actor evidently had been inspired by the 
painting of Leonardo da Vinci. The scene caused the soul of 
the spectators to sink at once into the deepest recollection. 
My attention was riveted on the man who impersonated 
Christ. Yes; just so He must have appeared among men, have 
fascinated the multitudes, at whose lips they hung, and whom, 
forgetting hunger and thirst, they followed into the desert or 
whithersoever He went. 

The Christ stood erect in the middle of the stage, his 
figure illuminated by reflectors. His eyes were raised heaven- 
ward, his hands held up the bread in an offering manner, and 
his lips moved in silent prayer. At this moment the orchestra 
stopped playing, the angels knelt in silent adoration... not a 
sound was audible in the spacious room. But more distinctly 
than any human voice could have pronounced it, the up-raised 
countenance, as though transfigured in ecstacy, spoke the 
prayer of sacrifice and of expiation. 

Softly now the music re-commenced... Christ sat at table, 
disclosing to his devoutly attentive disciples the Mystery of 
the Holy Eucharist. Joyfully surprised, with tears of emotion, 
the apostles understood. Then, with an indescribable motion, 
which was all love, all resignation, he extended his arm and 
handed a morsel to each of them. A solo voice sang: 
This is My Body. 

The beauty of this moment was so overwhelming that the 
spectators, who up to now, with bated breath, had remained 
silent, could no longer control their feelings. From all sides 
hands were raised with a motion of longing and love, and 
quiet, suppressed exclamations of ‘“‘O Signor! O Gesu dol- 
cissimo! — O Lord! O sweetest Jesus!” became audible. I 
saw strong men sobbing, bowed under the power of interior 
emotion... 

Now the musical instruments began a sorrowful lamenta- 
tion. A shadow of unspeakable sadness fell on the pale 
countenance transfigured by love... With a look full of fear, 
Christ glanced over his disciples; his breast rose and sank 
under the weight of a deadly secret. At last the disclosure 
escaped his lips: One of you will betray Me.—In cutting 
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tones, which pierced to the marrow, the words had been sung 
by a tenor; then, weeping and sobbing, the orchestra again 
fell in. 

The entire scene of the Last Supper till the end was 
performed in the same solemn, touching manner. When the 
curtain was lowered Christ stood ready to depart; courage, that 
fears not death, and determination depicted in every line of 
his countenance. It was a picture of sublime majesty. 

After a minute’s silence, applause broke forth from all 
sides of the hall. Not, however, a passionate, impetuous 
applause, as would have been in accordance with Neapolitan 
character, but as though subdued by the power of a Divine 
influence. The moderate, half-suppressed exclamations of 
enthusiasm were a beautiful victory of the religious moment, 
and gave evidence to the character of the impression received. 


' Agonizing Sufferings 


Of the scenes that now followed the one on Mount Olivet 
was one of the most touching. That was not mere art of 
display, mere acting; it was in reality living in and through 
the death agony. At different times the thought came to 
me, whether the man before me, with that classical counte- 
nance, was not really acting under the impression of some 
fearful expectation or presentiment, which prompted his 
actions. At no other Passion Play, not even at Oberammergau, 
had I seen anything similar to this. During the Scourging this 
impression of reality became stronger. Every time the hissing 
strokes of the executioners came down upon his back and 
shoulders, his face, contracted in utmost agony, changed color 
and quivered with pain. Deeper and still deeper grew the 
marble paleness of that countenance, so that I almost rejoiced 
when the curtain dropped, as I feared the actor must collapse 
in utter exhaustion. 

Now came the Crowning with Thorns, then the violently 
agitated scene of the Ecce Homo. Never to be forgotten was 
the moment of that horrifying self-condemnation, when blind, 
deluded Israel solemnly renounced its Leader-God and Messiah. 
There was a rent in the raving multitude — it was as though 
heathen and Jews, the present and the future, parted from one 
another, and the Savior sorrowfully stretched forth his fettered 
hands towards the straying sheep who parted from their 
shepherd. From the ranks of the spectators’ arose, at first 
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singly, then in increasing numbers, exclamations of protest and 
apology : “O Gesu re nostrol! Non vogliamo abbandonarvi! Re 
del cuore! —O Jesus, our King! We do not wish to leave 
Thee, King of our hearts!” 

Grand, and moving in artful rhythm, was the Carrying of 
the Cross, which, at every moment, unfolded a new picture. As 
Veronica knelt down with her veil, Christ stepped to the edge 
of the stage, and from my position I could look into that 
incomparably beautiful countenance for a long time. I thought 
with satisfaction, that tomorrow I should have this head, with 
its ideal lines, fixed on my photographic plate; for I remembered 
a friend who once asked me to procure for him a picture of 
Christ “before which he could pray.” Here, it seemed to me, 
I had found the picture. Alas, I should never have that 
countenance. Little did I dream of the tragedy which would 
deprive me of it. 


An Unexpected Disturbance 


The crowd in the hall, where the Passion Play was being 
performed, was constantly increasing. During the pause that 
ensued after the scene of the Nailing to the Cross I had noticed 
a group of spectators enter. All around the hall reserved 
‘ boxes had been arranged, and it was in one of these the new- 
comers took up their position, near the stage. I heard one of 
the men inquire as to the progress of the play. He then leaned 
over the side of the box and searchingly swept his eyes across 
the audience. I scrutinized him more closely. He was a young 
man between the ages of 24 and 28 years, and wore an elegant 
suit of gray. Where was it I had seen those features? In 
vain I sought to recall. Familiar, and yet strange, attractive, 
and at the same time repulsive — such was this countenance 
with its refined lines and its dark, spiteful expression. The 
entrance of this young man and his companions had brought 
something strange, something disharmonious into the gather- 
ing... The sound of the trumpets now announced the raising 
of the curtain, and my attention was directed thither. 

Christ on the Cross! The stage was shrouded in pale 
twilight, since the eclipse of the sun was supposed to have 
already begun. More than a man’s height from the floor, clothed 
in a tricot and a long, pendent thigh-cloth, hung the noble, pure 
figure on the wood of torture, his head, as though seeking for 
relief, raised aloft, his parched lips thirstingly opened.

This picture surpassed all previous ones in reality, beauty 
and power of emotion. When the choirs in soft tones began 
the “Ave, Rex Noster, — Hail, our King,” which was sung to 
the melody of a familiar church hymn, many of the spectators 
enthusiastically fell in. ..— Suddenly a sharp, piercing, sinister 
hissing passed through the hall. It issued from the box near 
the stage and was forthwith answered from several places in 
the audience. Above the Ave, Rex Noster, rose wild shouts 
of “Down with the Nazarene! We need no king! Anarchy 
shall live! Down with the Carpenter’s Son!” Loud curses 
intermingled with blasphemies, which my pen will not repeat. 
Louder and ever louder grew the tumult, so that it seemed as 
though the evil spirits of hell had come to the help of the 
little crowd of demonstrators. At the head of all, surpassing 
all the others in insane madness, firing and leading the whole 
sacrilegious demonstration, stood the young man whose coun- 
tenance before had so astounded me. He was raving mad, a 
picture of very hatred in living form.

Undaunted by the hissing, the actors had at first continued 
their performances. Soon, however, song and music were 
hushed, and when the raving ones began to throw rotten 
apples and such like at the cross, the play came toa halt. I 
saw how the one in gray leaned over the balustrade and 
called up to the cross, words that I was unable to under- 
stand. The eyes of the Christ-actor met his, and, as it 
seemed, in sudden recognition. Never shall I forget the 
wonderful certainty of this look, which met the challenge of 
true satanic hatred. In fact, the calmness of the actor who 
portrayed Christ, was incomprehensible, and was all the more 
noticeable, since the other players were in great confusion. 

The majority of the spectators began to protest strongly 
against the infamous disturbance, but a panic ensued. The 
actors on the stage dispersed. Only the one who acted the 
role of John spoke fearfully up to the crucified one, then 
rushed behind the scenery, and after a few seconds returned 
with a ladder which he leaned against the cross in order to 
help down the fettered one. But with the same unaccountable 
calmness that I had already observed in him, the latter refused 
to come down. During all this time the iron curtain had not 
been lowered, which was incomprehensible. 
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The disturbers made use of this circumstance to continue 
their onslaught — throwing all kinds of missiles, and at last 
even chairs, on the stage. The one in gray had seized a 
pistol. I heard him again call, in a threatening manner, up 
to the cross, and speak in French. The one who had played 
the part of John was beside himself with fright and terror, and 
now tried with all his might to loosen the Christ from the 
cross.

He moved his lips and raised his head with 
that unspeakable expression which he had had at the scene 
of the Last Supper... Suddenly there was a shot. Without 
uttering a sound, the Christ dropped his head on the pierced 
breast, and from the wound flowed a stream of blood, which 
colored his light tricot a dark red. The Crucifixion scene 
was complete... To be concluded.

ites te 1. Anthony of Padua has been called by Pope 
SARGes Leo XIII, “The saint of the whole world.” In fact, 

Sexe ee he is the saint of all countries; his veneration 
knows neither boundary nor limit. He possesses 
enthusiastic friends, sacrificial disciples and zealous 
clients among all nations. St. Anthony lived in intimate union 
with our Lord and His Blessed Mother. He venerated the 
Mysteries of the Incarnation and Sacred Infancy of the 
Eternal Word, most tenderly, and thus won for himself the 
favor of sweet intercourse with the Child Jesus. One of his 
visions of the Divine Infant has been vividly described by an 
eyewitness, and it is with the Child Jesus that St. Anthony 
is most frequently represented. 

During the lifetime of St. Anthony, there lived near Padua 
a nobleman, called Tiso, who always extended friendly hos- 
pitality to the saint. Jt was probably in the year 1229, when 
St. Anthony again accepted the kind offer to spend a few 
days in retirement at Tiso’s castle, which would have been 
impossible in the city of Padua. 

One night when Tiso, whether intentionally or by accident, 
passed the room of Anthony, he saw rays of light issuing from 
under the door, and when, impelled by burning curiosity, he 
slyly peeped through the keyhole, he saw to his amazement 
a Child of wondrous beauty standing on an open book of 
the Gospel which was lying on a little table, His tiny arms 
encircling the neck of the smiling Anthony. 

Unable to turn aside his eyes, Tiso also saw the flood of 
light which surrounded the Child, the unspeakable tenderness 
with which It caressed the saint and was in return caressed 
by him, so that Tiso’s own soul became inebriated with sweet- 
est delight and heavenly rapture. Did it. require any proof 
that the ravishing form was the Divine Child of Bethlehem 
who thus filled the chaste heart of His favorite servant with 
supernatural bliss? A holy dread, however, came upon the 
daring observer, when suddenly the beautiful Child pointed 
to the door and seemed to whisper something to St. Anthony. 
Tiso real'zed that he had been detected but also, that the 
charming heavenly Guest was not offended by his innocent 
curiosity. 
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St. Anthony of Padua — 


in rapturous delight beholds the Divine Child Jesus radiantly 
beautiful, and embraces Him most tenderly. 
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Tiso continued to gaze with ever increasing rapture upon 
a scene which might have ravished the seraphim, until 
the vision disappeared and darkness again replaced that heav- 
enly brightness. Not until then, did Tiso rise to return 
noiselessly to his apartment, beside himself with a rapture 
never before experienced. Suddenly Anthony threw open the 
door and folded his blissful host in his embrace. The saint 
begged Tiso for the love of Him whom he had just beheld, 
never to speak of this apparition to anyone during his lifetime. 
With deep emotion, Tiso promised, and it was not until after 
the saint’s happy death that he related what he had seen on 
that memorable night. Ever after, when he related the vision, 
tears welled up in his eyes, and his heart thrilled with new 
rapture. 

No doubt, our Divine Savior wished to reward Tiso for 
his generous hospitality to the poor Franciscan friar, by allowing 
him to be an eyewitness of one of His familiar colloquies with 
the humble religious. Tiso himself left the world, renouncing 
all honors and his vast estates, to be clothed in the course 
sackcloth of the Franciscans. After spending a number of 
years in the faithful observance of the rule of his Order, he 
died a holy death two years after St. Anthony had entered 
into his eternal reward.

Rev. Father, you have no idea what your alms is 
to us, and what distress it alleviates. Money in Germany is something very rare 
and very scarce; but all that can be earned by hard and diligent labor is devoured 
by the overwhelming taxes. These exorbitant taxes sap our life’s blood. Here 
is one example: — The Government demands land taxes on our little piece of 
ground — the tax is very high. Then comes the city and demands 120% house 
tax, etc., etc. In this way tax is heaped upon tax and one does not know 
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how to help oneself. A few days ago a tax collector demanded 3,000 mark; 
if we would not pay he would have to sell our cows. But where should I 
get the money since we have not a penny? I told him that we had nothing, and 
now we are waiting to see what will happen. We are storming our Blessed 
Mother for help, and she will help, that is certain; how, that is her secret. The need 
is indeed great. We can scarcely expect any alms from here — people themselves 
have nothing. I don’t believe that people in foreign countries know of the present 
need, especially in convents because it is more hidden. Oh, Rev. Father, will 
you not continue to help us? Our want is distressing. If it were not so excessive 
I would not beg so persistently, for alms is something sacred. But you with the 
American benefactors are our only hope and help. Here we get nothing. You 
will not be angry with me for begging in this manner; it seems very bold to me, 
but God alone knows the extent of our poverty. Mary, our dear Mother, will inspire 
you and intercede for us, and touch the hearts of generous souls...
